The order must specify the
provision of the part, rule, order, or permit alleged to be violated and the facts alleged to constitute the violation. The
order may reguire necessary corrective action within areasonabl e period of time, may assessan administrative penalty
determined in accordance with this section, or both. The order must be served personally or by certified mail.

(b) An order issued pursuant to subsection (5)(a) becomes final unless, within 30 days after the order is
served, the person to whom the order isissued submits to the board awritten request for a hearing stating the reason
for therequest. Serviceof an order by mail iscomplete 3 businessdaysafter mailing. If arequest for ahearingisfiled,
ahearing must be held within areasonable time under the contested case provisions of the Montana Administrative
Procedure Act, Title 2, chapter 4, part 6. After ahearing, the board shall affirm, modify, or rescind the order.
